A revolver battle in Chit-ago last week between a squad of 


detectives and a squad of policemen, both in plain clothes, re- 
sulted in Ihe death of one oll'icer and the wounding of another, 
and two-bystanders were also wounded. 


This was-a-serious affair and it leads at leasl one newspaper 


to protest against what it terms "reckless use of. lireanns by 
policemen:"' H lakes the ground that ollicers-arel iable to 
shoot without justification and that there should be very little 
use of the revolver by those whose duly it is to guard the 
pub- 


lic peace and safety. 


There may be cases in which policemen make reckless use 


of'their revolvers, but the truth is that these are very few. 
The 


habit of regarding policemen as brutal men courting excuses 
for violence is altogether too lirmly fixed in American cities. 
The average ollicer is the lasl man in Ihe world to resort to un- 
necessary force in the performance of his duly, and Ihe charge 
that policemen as a class are reckless in the use of Ihe pistol 
is altogether too broad and sweeping. 


The real trouble in this Chicago case was plain chillies, 


rather than revolvers in the possession of Ihe ollicers. Oik- 
squad was having trouble with a group of hoodlums when the 
olher squad approached and nei'lher squad knew that the other 
was composed of ollicers. The (rouble grew so serious that 
one of the ollicers drew his revolver, and one of the other of- 
ficers, believing thai a hoodlum was preparing 
to shoot, 


opened lire and the damage was done before the circumstances 
were understood. 
It will be readily seen that plain dollies 


were chiefly responsible for the tragedy. 
If the ollicers had 


been in uniform or displayed suitable badges it would not 
have occurred. 


There are cases in which it is necessary for ollicers lo do 


their work in plain clothes, but they should always be [ire- 
pared to show their authority at an instant's notice. 
But that 


officers should carry revolvers and use them when necessary 
no man interested in the public well-being will deny. 


The number of ollicers killed and injured by thugs is great- 


er than the number of thugs killed or injured by oiiicers, and 
so long as conditions in the big cities are what they are at 
present it is little less than criminal lo insinuate that armed 
officers are hardly less dangerou;: than the brutal and danger- 
ous elements against which they have to contend.
